The candy is said to have been 
labelled so that it appeared to have 
been made in Paris.

Harry L. Hopkins, federal relief ad­ 
ministrator.

^ fish are being taken out of season in certain waters, the fish 
commission at Harrisburg says: “T akin g bass at this season is 
perhaps the most unsportsmanlike and destructive practice in 
Pennsylvania fishing.” 


I his is a merited rebuke and will be followed up by prose­ 
cution “to the limit” of any anglers arrested for violation of the 
regulations. 
The rule that bass fishing is not permitted before 
July 1 is not arbitrary or unreasonable. 
It is expressly designed 
to protect adult fish during the spawning season in order to aid 
in the natural restocking of streams. 


1 he relatively few fishermen who ignore this wise restruc- 
tion are not only impairing the rights and privileges of the many, 
but are indulging in a destructive practice which might in time 
force the prohibition of all fishing in May, which is the rule in 
at least one other state.

Twenty-one American cities have in operation one or more schools 
in which crippled children are educated in conjunction with necessary 
.correctional, medical and surgical treatm ent. 
Remarkable results are 
being obtained by these institutions. 
The crippled child is a social problem. 
Generally he or she is 
unable to keep up with normal classm ates and formerly was permitted 
to drop out of school to go through life handicapped physicially and m en­ 
tally. 
Education is more valuable to the physically deformed or crip­ 
pled than to the physically normal. 
Smaller com munities cannot finance special schools and hospitals 
lor the instruction and treatm ent of these children, but there must be a 
way for every com munity, no m atter how limited in population and 
financial means, to give them an education at least. 
Every physically defective child society makes independent through 
schooling or correctional treatm ent is a good investm ent. 
Were that 
child to continue through life a public charge, the cost to society would 
be far in excess of the other cost. 


Citizens and civic organizations are concerned and should help 
make it possible to give these unfortunate children the attention they so 
sorely need.
